small plantations owned by half-breeds or mulatioes.

daughters. The sons were in the rebel army, The 
man said he had not voted foreither side. We told him 
that was whipping the devil around the stump ; that 
the open rebel had more meniiness, ana commanded 
some respect, while the sneak wae pobody. We left 
him, telling him thet ifeny,; more shots , were re- 
ceived from the direction of his house, he must ex- 
pect to sée it in ashes, and he and’ his family ‘would 
have to look out for. other quarters.. The man and 
wife both expressed their hope that the war would 
soon eond,- We told them they might expect it before 
thie year was out; that they were nearly or quiie 
played out, and we expected to employ the’ Summer 
in polishing .them of...We_tooka position.at.ine 
junction of Thompson's Creek and-.Great Sandy 
Oreek.
